(HISTORY) 

On page 2 the above-mentioned folder sets forth the 
following historical sketch of the "Constitution Party, USA": 

"At a Convention held in Chicago, August 7-8-9, 

1952, called by Dr. ELLA LONi'T and associates of 
Maryland, and attended by individuals and represen¬ 
tatives of various organizations from many states, 
the CONSTITUTION PARTY U.S.A. was founded. 

“Persons representing party groups bearing other 
names, or who later introduced other names, abandoned 
them in favor of the most comprehensive and significant 
name—CONSTITUTION PARTY. 

"The Party was born out of love of country, 
respect for its written CONSTITUTION, allegiance 
to its FLAG and loyalty to the Republic for which 
it stands. As inherent Americans we demand the 
same fealty of others calling this land their home. 

"CONSTITUTION NATIONAL COMMITTEE: The general 
convention selected a Temporary Chairman and a National 
Committee which gave first form to the Party’s National 
Principles.

”0n August 30, 1952, the Committee met in Phila¬ 
delphia, elected permanent officers, and outlined the 
future plans. 

"NATIONAL HEADQUARTERS: In December, 1952, 

National Headquarters was moved from New York City 
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"to San Antonio, Texas, to facilitate the organiza¬ 
tional work# 

"On May 25, 1953, the national Committee met in’ 
San Antonio, completed its permanent organization, 
reviewed and discussed national issues, restated the 
Party»s Principles, and called upon patriots in every 
state to strengthen their State Party organizations 
and to be ready for any eventuality# 

"THE CONSTITUTION PARTY OP TEXAS: This organ¬ 
ization, founded in 1950 by a group of far-seeing and 
politically experienced Texans, has set an imposing 
example of what can be accomplished by determination 
and the will to do. 

"STATE CONSTITUTION PARTIES: State Party organ¬ 
izations are autonomous. This is necessary to pre¬ 
serve the Constitutional Rights of States. Notwith¬ 
standing, the Constitution National Committee reserves 
its Constitutional right to choose its membership 
measured against its established principles and 
objectives." 

(NATIONAL PRINCIPLES) 


On pages 3 and 4 the above-mentioned folder sets 
forth the following "National Principles": 

"The goal of CONSTITUTION PARTY U.S.A. is to 
establish American truth. Every citizen is urged 
to participate in this effort with us. We hold 
these principles to be true with respect to the form 
of government under which the United States is 
intended to operate. Any deviation from established 
truth is being subversive to the intent and purpose 
of the nation’s founders who entered into a solemn 
written contract with each other that such contract, 
the CONSTITUTION, would be binding upon their 
successors and heirs forever. 

"1. The United States CONSTITUTION is a contract 
between the sovereign States. It is not a 
product of the mass of people.

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"2. State governments are not the people, and the 
people are not the State Governments. The

"3* The United States is a contractural Republic. 

It is not a Federal Democracy or"any other form 
of Democracy.

sovereignty of the individual and the internal 
laws of the land. 

"7« Free enterprise and private capital are requisite 
to maintain the American form of government and 
preserve Liberty and Freedom. 

n 8. The issuance of money, regulation of its value 
and control of its volume is strictly a duty of 
the representatives of the-people. 

"9. The Congress of the United States has the sole 
power to declare war, a state of war and to 
determine entry into any form of armed conflict. 

!, 10. The levying of taxes is a matter for the repre¬ 
sentatives of the people to determine without 
pressures from governmental departments or of 
private interests. 

"11. Taxing incomes comes within the jurisdiction of 
the State in which income is earned; repeal the 
Sixteenth Amendment. 
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"12. Encroachment upon legislative authority by 
appointed committees shall be prohibited. 

"REGARDLESS OP PARTY, THE CONSTITUTION PARTY WILL SUPPORT 
THOSE OFFICE-HOLDERS AND CANDIDATES WHOSE PRINCIPLES AND 
ACTIONS ARE TRULY CONSTITUTIONAL AND AMERICAN; OTHER¬ 
WISE WE WILL OPPOSE." 

On page 6 the above-mentioned folder adds that 
the Constitution Party U.S.A.: 

"Opposes World Government. 

"Opposes VJorId Wars. 

"Opposes International Control or domination of our

"Stands for High Spiritual Relationship with all 
peoples. 

"Stands for Freedom of the Citizen from Regimentation 
by Military or Otherwise."

B. A printed letter dated August 1, 1953/ on a 

letterhead of the "Constitution Party of Calif¬ 
ornia, Inc." signed by ARTHUR E. CASE as Treasurer of the 
Constitution Party of California, Inc., and Vice Chairman of 
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the National Committee (of the Constitution Party U.S.A.), sets 
forth "P.0. Box 8711, Los Angeles 4&> California" as its local 
address and "San Antonio, Texas" as the location of its 
"National Headquarters*" This letter, addressed to "Dear 
Compatriot", was accompanied by a printed memorandum signed 
"For the Republic” by the "Constitution Party U.S.A." and the 
"Constitution Party of California, Inc.", addressed to the 
"Constitutional Citizens of the United States", at the bottom 
of which appeared a contribution form addressed to the "Finance 
Committee, Constitution Party of California, Inc., Box 8711, 

Los Angeles ij.6, California,"which states: 

"Gentlemen:- 

"I want to help in this cause. Find enclosed my 
contribution. I understand that you aid and co¬ 
operate with the national organization. This 
contribution is made as a special doner ( ) or as 
an ACTIVE MEMBER ( ). 

"Check ( ) or cash ( ) for: $ 100 . 00 ; $50.00; $25.00; 

$ 15 - 00 ; $ 10 . 00 ; $ 5 - 00 ; $_» 

The above-mentioned letter dated August 1, 1953, 
after suggesting that there is no difference between the 
Democratic and Republican Parties, stated that one should be 
tired of having to vote for a man who is the "lessor of two 
evils", weary of supporting the "free world" and disappointed 
with the unkept promises of both major political parties; that 
one cannot live on his "take-home pay" and still provide for 
his own future, independent of the federal government; that 
one does not want to continue spending "blood money" backed 
by the "blood and bone and sinew of our fighting man in Korea 
(and possibly Indo China) under a controlled economy" or to 
have his children and grandchildren involved in a continuous 
and unending succession of hot and cold wars; and that one 
does not want to be a "world citizen" of a One World Government 
with no rights or privileges under the Constitution and the 
Bill of Rights.It states that to do something about it "we" 
can only work effectively through a political partyrrVan 
organization composed of the Majority of Americans who dearly 
love their families, theitf homes and churches, good music, 
good art, good books, sports and television-~and so on down 
the line—The American Way of Life." 
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The above-mentioned letter warns that: 

’’This liberty will soon be dead if we do not rise to 
our feet TOGETHER and with one voice - cry out - STOP 
GIVING OUR BELOVED COUNTRY AWAY1 Stop spending us 
into destruction! Stop killing our boys! Stop 
taxing us into one class—the poor!" 

and that: 

"Those who would overthrow this Republic by force— 
and those who would destroy our Republic by sub¬ 
version and treason, either knowingly or unknowingly, 
through spending us into bankruptcy by supporting 
an unsound foreign policy and a Socialistic domestic 
policy—work tirelessly night and day - - 

It cites "a crying need for a political party to 
express the thoughts and ideas of all patriots who want a 
REAL *changeIt alleges that there are but "a mere handful 
of men in both Houses of Congress who fight with all their 
might to keep the others from giving the United States of 
America away" and advises that all members of Congress are 
constantly pressured from the "left side", so "let us pressure 
them from the ‘right side*," adding: "After all, it is public 
opinion that sways them,* therefore, it is up to us to create 
the right opinion." 

The letter goes on to advise that to exert effective 
pressure, "we must be a voting power" and that, as in union there 
is strength* all should join together "as the Constitution 
Party." Towards the end the letter states that: 

"Our strength in numbers and purpose is dependent on 
you. Go out and talk to your friends and acquaintances 
—arouse their interest. You will be surprised and 
encouraged at the number of people who agree with you. 
Leaders and workers must be chosen in each county 
from amongst you. Help us make a wise selection." 

The above-mentioned memorandum (accompanying the 
letter), much more outspoken, states: 

"THERE IS AN ARMISTICE IN KOREA: but what does it 
mean? Are we going to permit Communist-Socialist 
nations, Russia, England, India etc. to dictate 
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11 and scheme us into further traps of INTERNATIONALISM 
- world government or the beginning of one through 
NATO and the skeleton framework of the British Empire? 

"And do not be fooled by the term - FREE NATIONS OP 
THE WORLD, a phony phrase and scheme to attract people 
of good intentions and worked overtime by our Inter¬ 
nationalist Cabinet and other International stooges 
and principals in the Government. 

"All of these affairs have been schemed, planned and 
operated through the forces of PROFESSIONAL INTERNATION¬ 
ALISTS - those who control both the Democratic and 
Republican Parties,, yes, the same in every other 
nation, Soviet Russia included. They, through war, 
scare, strife and intrigue of all kinds seek to 
throw all together for THEIR WORLD DOMINATION AND 
TRADE. 

"OUR SOVEREIGNTY: yes - what does it mean? First, to 
control our own armed forces of defense. We had the 
first requisite of a great army in Korea, GENERAL 
DOUGLAS MacARTHUR, and had spent billions, sufficient 
for the best army in the world - but then put beyond 
our control through the conspiracy of the United 
Nations. The press has been filled with stories of 
our great weapons, atomic guns, super-atomic bombs - 
to sell and scare the people in Nevada, yet THEY had 
the flower of our land, our youth fight in Korea with 
gun butts, bayonets, the same as they fought with 
five thousand years ago -UNITED NATIONS-INTERNATIONALISM... 

"THE OLD POLITICAL PARTIES HAVE PERMITTED THIS TO HAPPEN, 
even aiding it. They are so controlled as to be beyond 
recovery. A clean new party with no entangling 
alliances and controls but with high principles for 
the restoration and future protection of our Republic 
is our last hope. Please help us along and we will 
enlist sound national characters as fast as you aid 
us in this necessary organizational movement." 

MISCELLANEOUS 


The following information concerning the Constitutional 
Party is set forth insofar as there are obvious notes of agreement 








between information concerning it and the Constitution Party, 
the subject of this report. 

JAMES R. RUSSELL, 5688 Spreading Oak Drive, Los 
Angeles, California, stated on August 27# 1952, that perhaps 
as a consequence of his wife having joined the "Freedom Club" 
in Los Angeles, he and his wife were contacted by a Mrs. 

CRAMER, who claimed to be organizing a neighborhood "Freedom 
Club" and invited them to a meeting in her home, 1610 North 
Bronson Avenue, Los Angeles. At this meeting, attended only 
by Mr. and Mrs. CRAMER and Mr. and Mrs. RUSSELL, the CRAMER»s 
revealed that a new party, known as the Constitution or 
Constitutional Party, was being formed by a club previously 
known informally as "Friends of MAC ARTHUR 1 * or "Americans 
for MAC ARTHUR" —(Mr. RUSSELL could not recall which); that 
this party was already registered in eleven states, including 
California; that it was under the sponsorship of General DOUGLAS 
MAC ARTHUR and State Senator TENNEY of California; that member¬ 
ship admission fee was ^5#00, 03*00 of which went into a 
"national fund", the remaining 02.00 being retained by the 
local club or organization. According to Mr. RUSSELL, the 
CRAMER 1 s added that the new party was being organized into 
small groups of not more than 12 persons, and that it was 
their plan to "infiltrate" federal, state, county and municipal 
governments in order to bestow "true Americanism" on this 
country. 


T-l, of unknown reliability, stated on June 25# 

1954# that one EDWIN 0’MILES RAY of Los Angeles had just 
been in Nashville, Tennessee, attempting to organize a unit 
of the Constitutional Party, which he claimed was already 
organized in 36 states, most extensively in California and 
Florida, and stood for states’ rights and a return to consti¬ 
tutional government by the United States; and that RAY stated 
that he had led the "MAC ARTHUR for President" group in 1952. 
T-l stated that RAY exhibited two publications, one called 
"The Constitutionalist" published by one DON BELL of Miami, 
Florida, the other called "The Constitutional Press" published 
in San Antonio, Texas, both of which* like RAY himself, were 
found to be extremely anti-Semitic. T-l added that RAY, 
speaking in a furtive manner, said that 250,000 men in the 
United States had machine guns in their possession and that 
each of them, like himself, carried a distinctive coin, on 
one side of which appeared an eagle and on the other side the 
inscription, "Trust in Godj" but that RAY did not otherwise 
suggest their relationship to the Constitutional Party.

PREAMBLE 

The Constitution Parties of the United 
States and their Affiliates, in the tradition of 
the Founding Fathers of this Republic insist 
that elected representatives at all levels of 
Government must utilize every means to 
restore to all citizens the full measure of that 
Spirit of American Freedom which the 

framers of our Constitution of the United

States of America, with the Bill of Rights, 
intended to secure to themselves and their 
posterity.

Informant determined 
through party officers in Son Antonio that there is no Constitutional 
Party,. Officers advise 'that EDWIN 0*MILES RAY is known to them and 
is connected with Constitution - Party in California. Constitution ’ 
Party is national.organization but is broken down into state organi¬ 
zations. National and state officers set out. PHILIP LEE EUBANK, 
National Chairman; BARD A. LOGAN, State Chairman;- OSCAR SCHMIDT, 
Houston, Texas, Vice Chairman. EUBANK was beard to make statement 
"What is Fascism but Nationalism?. 1 ' Stated aims and objectives 
include what party describe'© as return to constitutional form of 
government; states* rights; opposition to Federal income tax; 
opposition to treaty-making powers and alleged abuses; opposition 
to Communism in government. Proposed platforms and platform adopted, 
Texas State Convention 9/14/54* set forth. National meeting re¬ 
portedly held September 1953, Schulenberg, Texas. Another such meet¬ 
ing planned for near future. Constitution Party candidates ran for 
national, state, and local offices in November election. .'None 
elected.' Very small percentage of votes received. Constitution . 
Press, San Antonio, is private property PHILIP LEE EUBANK. 


DETAILS: Confidential informant T-4, unknown reliability, 

stated on June 25, 1954, that one EDWIN O'MILES RAY of 
Los Angeles had just been in Nashville, Tennessee, attempting to 
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organize a unit of the Constitutional Party which he claimed was 
already organized in 38 states, most extensively in California and 
Florida, and stood for states' rights and a return to Constitutional 
Government by the United States. According to the informant, RAY ^ 
stated that he had led the “j^acArthur for President" group in 1,952. 
T-lj. stated that RAY exhibi-tlsd two publications, one called T,he^ 

Constitutiojialist <T published by.one DON BELL of ,Miami. Plor'idaJ the 

other called The clmj^fiEutiona 1 Press«„„publis hed i n..Sa^A^ onlQ. 
Texas. The info'rmSrhf^S'ald that both these pu'SHxiTtions, and RAY 
OTTS^Lf, were found to be extremely anti-Semitic. T-4. added that 
RAY, speaking in a furtive manner, said that 250,000 men in the 
United States had machine guns in their possession and that .each of 
them, like himself, carried a distinctive coin, on one side of which 
appeared an eagle and on the other side the inscription "Trust in 
God." 


I. ORIGIN, SCOPE, AND 
GENERAL ACTIVITIES 

Origin in Texas 


Confidential Informant T-l, of known reliability, furnished 
undated issue number 15 of the Constitution Press , San Antonio, 

Texas, which states: "The Constitution Party was organized in 1950 
and it has nothing in common with the Washington pirates flying the 
flag of Socialism-Communism, labelled Republican-Democrat. The 
Constitution Party will resist all efforts of the anti-Constitu- 
tionalists to take it over. All hands on deck to beat off the 
raidersl" 


T-l furnished a copy of the Constitution Newsletter dated 
November 1954* which states that the Constitution Party was organized 
in Texas in 1950, but it did not certify its candidates in time to 
get on the ballot. This document stated that the Constitution 
Party had candidates for President and Vice President on the ballot 
in 1952 and had candidates for state and local elections in 1954- 
Texas, 

Affiliation of EDWIN 0'MILES RAY with 

Constitution Party, USA 

Confidential Informant T-l, on October 7» 1954-> advised 
that'Mrs. BARD F. LOGAN, Rou|;e^8, Box 106A, was heard to make the 
statement that there is no^Constitutional Party. She further 
stated that EDWIN O'MILESvRAY, of Los Angeles, is affiliated with 
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the Constitution Party, USA, Mrs, LOGAN indicated that RAY has 
charge of the Constitution Party in California and further stated 
"We are personally acquainted with RAY, He is ray husband’s personal 
friend." Mrs. LOGAN stated that BRYCE DURBIN is National Secretary 
of the Constitution Party, USA, and resides in San Antonio. - * 


T-l. on October 11, 1954» L 


that EDWIN 0’MILES RAY is connected with the 


Constitution Party,' USA, in California, and is a good friend of 
DURBIN. DURBIN advised that to his knowledge there is no such 
organization as the Constitutional Party, and the true name of the 
organization is Constitution Party, USA. DURBIN advised that the 
Texas organization is usually known as the Constitution Party of 
Texas, DURBIN advised that the party is interested in organizing 
in states where there is no organization at this time and stated 
that-such organization could be accomplished in thirty days. 


T-l advised that on October 11, 1954, PHILIP LEE EUBANK, 

114 West Locust Street, San Antonio, Texas, is known to have made 
the statement that EDWIN 0!MILES RAY is actively associated with the 
Constitution Party, USA, in California, and there is no such organi¬ 
zation as the Constitutional Party. EUBANK made the statement that 
RAY is the head of the Constitution Party in California. T-l ad¬ 
vised that from information made available by EUBANK, the Constitu¬ 
tion Party, USA, is a national organization, but under the theory 
of states’ rights, the party is broken down into various state or¬ 
ganizations with each such state organization being a separate en- 
tity. According to T-l. there -is a nati onal committee. T-l advised 

~1 on October 11, 1954, EUBANK - 

was asked whether or not the Constitution Party could be considered 
a Fascist organization, EUBANK answered the question by stating, 
"What is Fascism but Nationalism?" 


The Constitution Newsletter of September 17, 1954, as 
made available by T-l, stated that EDWIN 0’MILES RAY was making 
temporary headquarters at 32 Race Brook Road in West Hartford, 
Connecticut.

PHILIP LEE EUBANK • - 

According to T-l, EUBANK resides at lllf. West Locust Street, 
San Antonio, Texas, and is a real estate salesman. T-l described 
EUBANK as a substantial person who is apparently reliable and who 
was formerly very active in one of'the major political parties before 
breaking with that party to become interested in the Constitution 
Party. ' * 


BARD A. LOGAN 

According to T-l, LOGAN resides at 201 Sunshine Drive 
West, which is Route 8, Box 106 a, San Antonio, Texas. T-l advised 
that LOGAN is a salesman of the Kriss Kross Telephone Directory. 

He is listed in the City Directory as salesman and publisher of 
this directory, T-l described LOGAN as a substantial businessman 
but is a "dreamer*' and considered by T-l to be a "crackpot" with 
regard to his political activities and ambitions in the Constitution 
Party. 

BRYCE DUBBIN 

According to T-l, DURBIN resides in the rear of 226 Delmar 
Street, San Antonio,, Texas, and is a real estate salesman. T-l also 
described -DURBIN as being a "dreamer" and a "crackpot" with regard 
to his activities and ambitions with regard to the Constitution 
Party. T-l further stated that in conversations DURBIN gives the 
appearance of "having a wild look in his eye." 

T-l could furnish no further personal or background in¬ 
formation with regard to these three officials. 

Ill. STATED AIMS AND OBJECTIVES 

A leaflet entitled Constitution Candidates . Volume XVI, 

San Antonio, -Texas, October 10, 1954» sets forth the following 
information: 


"Constitution Party Is States* Rights Party 

"The Constitution Party, founded in 1950, is champion 
of States Rights and the rights of individual Citizens. 
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"Sound government will be restored only when enough individ¬ 
uals understand the original intent and purpose of the Con¬ 
stitution and apply its principles in the selection of 
public officers. When that happens. Constitutional govern- 
will be in effect. 

"We print the 10th amendment as our stand on States’ 
rights; our oath of office as our solemn promise to fight 
Coramunism-; and several excerpts from pronouncements of Gen. 
Mac Arthur as to our political beliefs, 

"States* Rights 

'"10th Amendment - The powers not delegated to the United 
States by the Constitution, nor prohibited by it to the 
states, are reserved to the states respectively, or to the 
people. 


"Gen. Douglas MacArthur 

"Jan, 23, 1951 - *1*11 spend the rest of my life, if 
necessary, fighting communism; The American way of life is 
the most wonderful thing we have, and it is threatened.» 

"Anti-Communism 

"Oath of Office - I. do solemly swear that I will 
support and defend the Constitution of the United States 
AGAINST ALL ENEMIES, FOREIGN AND DOMESTIC; that I will bear 
true- faith and allegiance to the same; that I take this 
obligation freely, without any mental reservation or pur¬ 
pose of evasion; and that I will well and faithfully discharge 
the duties of the office on which I am about to enter, so 
help me God." 

On November 15, 1954* T-l furnished undated copy of 
Constitution Press Number 16 which had been received a few days pre- 
viously. This paper contained the Constitution Party platform 
adopted September 14, 1954» at the Texas State Convention. This 
platform ip set forth below: 

"For repeal of national laws and Amendments which usurp the 
Constitutional Rights of States and citizens. 

"Return the National Guard to State control and training, 
and oppose national Universal Military Training which leads 
to dictatorship. 
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"Stop tax discrimination by allotting State School Fund and 
District School taxes to all schools on a pro rata basis of 
pupil attendance. 

"Oppose federal government in field of civil education in 
any way. 

"No ad valorem tax on private passenger automobiles. 

"For legislative tax relief to service station operators 
to offset loss by gasoline shrinkage and evaporation. 

"Favor privately financed toll roads connecting major 
cities to protect State roads from heavy traffic. 

"For automobile inspection by Department of Public Safety 
to stop present abuses by inspection stations. 

"For repeal of laws which permit cities to annex territory 
without the consent of the property owners therein. 

"Eliminate the accumulation of useless and unworkable laws 
by setting a definite expiration date. Desirable laws can 
be reenacted. 

"For a State supervised optional retirement plan based on 
sound insurance principles. 

"For strict and honorable administration of government in 
accordance with the principles of the .original U. S. Con¬ 
stitution. 

"Take government out of. business and reduce government to 
the specific functions for which it was created. 

"Oppose public ownership of land except for actual needs 
for governmental purposes and necessities. 

"Return to the original Constitutional principle of propor¬ 
tionate taxation. 

"Amend the Income Tax Laws which now provide for graduated 
and unlimited taxation not authorized by the 16th Amendment. 

"Oppose Tax Free status of Foundations that show profitable 
income. 
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"Oppose the-unconstitutional use of taxes for give-away 
*. projects such as foreign aid, lend-lease, unsecured loans, 
etc. 

"Oppose,all Treaties affecting internal law and national 
sovereignty. 

* "Repeal the Treaty provision now in the Constitution which 
states that Treaties 1 shall be the supreme law of the land.*

; "For immediate withdrawal-from the United Nations, NATO 
and all other schemes for Universal government or world 
dictatorship. . ' *

."For ...full protection by government of all loyal citizens 
at home or abroad whether in or out of the armed forces."

Thereafter was set forth this statement: . 

v - * 

"This we believe. For.this we stand. Upon this basis 
we ask you to support the candidates of the Constitution 
‘ Party in the November 2nd, 1954> general election, and 
thereafter. ' 

"If you want to return to Constitutional government, 
get on the wagon going in that direction. Get off the 
Communist Manifesto^ garbage truck headed for the dump 
ground where the shattered remains of -other communis.t 
.wrecked nations lie j but not in peace." 

Undated publications number 13 of the Constitution Press 
as furnished by T-l contained a suggested platform of eight points 
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for a U. S« Political Party and will be set forth hereinafter. The 
article proposing these eight points contained the following state¬ 
ment: 

,l A political party loyal to the United States needs no 
principles other than set forth in the original Constitution 
of the United States of America. Those principles are as 
elementary and ageless as the Ten Commandments. 

"Sound government will be restored only when enough 
individuals understand the original intent and purpose of 
the Constitution and apply its principles in selecting 
public officers. V/hen that happens Constitutional govern¬ 
ment will be in effect naturally and without fan-fare." 

A similarly-worded eight point platform was also set forth 
in undated publication number 15 of the Constitution Press , as made 
available by T-l. The article containing these points is entitled 
"A Political Platform for Constitutionalists." This article con¬ 
taining the platform is set forth below: 

"This platform is for concurrent action by citizens who 
give more than lip service to the Constitution. It will 
restore the original Constitutional Republic, reinstate 
Representative Government in fact, and personally actuate 
the rights inherent citizens now let domestic traitors and 
foreign invaders usurp and flout. 

"Before citizens can be politically effective they 
must be in agreement upon certain specific objectives they 
want to-institute in the public policies of the government. 

They can* t be like children playing * follow the leader’ who 
don’t know where they are going or what they are going to do 
after they get there. 

"When enough citizens think, act and talk alike, their 
program will go into effect naturally and without fanfare. 

It is just that simple, but probably too simple for modern 
* intellectuals.' 

"1. Elect Presidents as prescribed in paragraph 2, 

Section 2, Article 2, of the Constitution. This was designed 
to prevent dictatorship which popular voting breeds. 

"2. Prohibit all immigration indefinitely. Immigration 
is foreign invasion and nations are no less destroyed whether 
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"the invaders carry poisonous ideologies, disease germs ' 
or guns. Limit voting to native born whose training quali¬ 
fies them for the duties and obligations of citizenship. 
Revoke the citizenship and privileges of all subversives 
as discovered. 

"3* After due warning, deport or decapitate those 
who continue to advocate and promote any form of government 
as a substitute for the principles the original Constitution 
ordained to be in effect for all time. Treason is treason. 

Eliminate the accumulation of obsolete, unworkable 
or undesirable statutes by setting a definite date for ex¬ 
piration, probably within two to four years after enactment. 

"5.. Renounce all present Treaties, executive agree¬ 
ments and military compacts which affect internal law or 
which impair the total sovereignty of this nation, or which 
deny to loyal citizens at home or abroad the fullest pro¬ 
tection of government in their inherent citizenship rights, 

" 6 . Repeal these words in Section 2, Article 6 : ‘and 
all Treaties made, or which shall be made, under the authori¬ 
ty of the United States , 1 which words traitors use for pur¬ 
poses never intended; also repeal the word ’present 1 in 
paragraph 2, Section 2, Article 2. Require two-thirds of 
all Senators to ratify Treaties, executive agreements and 
military compacts of any nature whatsoever. Repeal the 
offending words. Do not add more wordy Amendments to the 
Constitution for judicial lackeys to warp, twist and mis¬ 
interpret. 

"7. Repeal the Communist ’progressive* Income Tax 
Amendment (16th) which violates the principle of propor¬ 
tionate taxation ordained by the supreme lav/, the original 
U. S. Constitution. Stop paying blackmail tribute to 
finance communism. 

" 8 , Repeal the 17 th Amendment which subverts the prin¬ 
ciple of proportionate representation-and restore the U. S. 
Senate as the House of States. Stop subversion by repealing 
subversive Amendments and legislative enactments. 

"In general, repeal all Amendments and legislation 
not in strict conformity with the principles ordained by 
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"the Constitution to be everlasting in the government of 
this nation. Repeal Communism. More people lose their 
Freedom by legislative decrees than lose it to slave-master 
or to invading armies. Legislation affects all. 

"As individual citizens learn to be Constitutional them- 
, selves, and practice such principles, the nation will, to 
that degree, emerge from the chaos and confusion of demo¬ 
cratic anarchy, and move closer to Constitutional government." 

Undated publication number 11, Constitution Press , made 
available by T-l, contains on the front page a ^'Chairman’s Letter" 
addressed to "Dear Constitutionalists" and bearing the signature of 
PHILIP LEE EUBAM as Chairman, Constitution Party National Committees 
This letter is quoted in part as follows: 

"Folks are finally waking up to the fact that just meeting 
and organizing something or other, and reorganizing it, and 
passing resolutions, and writing their Congressmen, is getting 
them exactly nowhere fast with nothing but exhaustion to 
show for their efforts and money expended. 

"It is politics that got this country into such a mess 
" -and only politics of the right kind can clean it up. Make 
your tea parties Boston style. The only x^ay to be politi¬ 
cally effective for America is in a political party working 
for America. Forget the old parties working for every 
country but America." 

Publication Number 11 of the Constitution Press also con¬ 
tained the following article entitled "For A Free America": 

"The U. S. Constitution was adopted by Delegates assembled 
in.Constitutional Convention, September 17, 1787* Commemorate 
it, live by it, and demand the same of others.

This publication contained other articles in opposition 
to alleged Communism in government and.schools and in opposition to 
.the Federal income tax. 

Undated publication number 16 of the Constitution News¬ 
letter , as furnished by T-l, also contains articles in opposition 
to Communism and the income tax and refers to the income tax as 
being unlawful and of Communist origin. 

IV. ACTIONS TAKEN TO 

IMPLEMENT PROGRAMS 

Meetings . 

Confidential Informant T-l advised that PHILIP LEE EUBANK 
was heard to make the statement on November 15, 19%k> that the 
last national meeting of the Constitution Party, USA, was held in 
Schulenberg, Texas, in‘September 1953» and there were representa¬ 
tives from twenty states present. This meeting was held in the rear 
of a bank building on a Sunday. EUBANK stated that another such 
meeting would be held within 100 miles of San Antonio sometime 
before Christmas 1954« ’ 
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The San Antonio News , a daily newspaper published in 
San Antonio, Texas, on September 16, 1954* printed an article con¬ 
cerning the. Constitution Party State Convention which was held in 
Austin, Texas, on Tuesday, September lip, 1954* This article stated 
that there were eight delegates present, and they named a slate of 
candidates for the November general elections, admitting they "Do^t 
have a chance in the world of winning anything." The article stated 
that the Austin, Texas, convention was mostly a meeting of San 
Antonians. 


The San Antonio Express , a daily newspaper published in 
San Antonio, Texas, on Friday, September 17, 1954* printed an 
article concerning a proposed rally of the Constitution Party to 
be held in the Municipal Auditorium, San Antonio, at "8:00 p.m., 
Friday." The article stated' that Constitution Party candidates 
for public office would speak at the rally. 

Confidential Informant T-l advised that a Constitution 
Party meeting or rally was scheduled to be held in the Municipal 
Auditorium, Ssn Antonio, Texas, on October 21, 1954* 

Candidates — 

The Constitution Newsletter ' of November 1954-, made avail¬ 
able by T-l, stated that there were no Constitution Party'candidates 
for public office in Texas in 1950, as the party did not certify 
its candidates in time to get on the ballot. In 1952, according 
to this newsletter, there were two candidates, General DOUGLAS 
MacARTHUR, Candidate for President, and Miss VIVIEN KELLEMS, Can¬ 
didate for Vice President. 

The Constitution Newsletter of September 17, 1954* as 
made available by T-l, lists the Constitution Party candidates for 
public office as nominated at the state convention. This list of 
candidates is as follows:

Court at Law Number 2: 

The leaflet entitled Constitution Candidates identifies 
OLIVER.as a 61 year old resident of San Antonio, Texas, who is an 
attorney in private practice. T-l has no information concerning 
OLIVER. The indices of the San Antonio Office contain no informa¬ 
tion concerning OLIVER. 

CLYDE WANTLAND, Candidate for District Clerk: 

The Leaflet Constitution Candidates identifies WANTLAND 
as chairman of the Anti-Communist Association of Texas, an organiza¬ 
tion chartered in 1948 n to curb further encroachment of reds in our 
local and state governments.” 

Confidential Informant T-2, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised on September 12, 1952, that CLYDE 
WANTLAND continued to promote the Anti-Communist Association of 
Texas. At the same time T-2 advised that a Bexar County Grand Jury 
had been called in San Antonio, Texas, to convene on September 16, 
1952, and had adopted a resolution to investigate Communism in Texas 
T-2 was of ‘the opinion that WANTLAND had been instrumental in 
causing this proposed investigation and was so doing out of a desire 
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to bring publicity to himself and his organization for the purpose 
of financial advantage* 

On September 16, 1952, Confidential Informant T-3, of. 
known reliability, advised that CLYDE WANTLAND appeared to be 
attempting to create interest in Communist activities in Texas in 
order to further the sale of and subscriptions to a pamphlet he was 
publishing at that time* 

Confidential Informant T-l identified WANTLAND as a 
publisher of a neighborhood newspaper in San Antonio., Texas, and 
stated that WANTLAND is a chronic alcoholic. 

JOHN R. GUNNOE, Candidate for State Legislature, 

Place Number 1: 

The leaflet Constitution Candidates identifies GUNNOE as 
a native .of West Virginia and former resident of Ohio and now a 
resident of San Antonio, Texas. He was further identified as a 
veteran of the U. S. Army and is in the real estate business. The 
indices of the San Antonio Office contain no information concerning 
GUNNOE, and T-l could' furnish no information concerning him. 

SAM J. PALERMO, Candidate for State Legislature, 

Place Number 2: 

The leaflet Constitution Candidates ' identifies PALERMO 
as a native of Massachusetts who settled in San Antonio after dis¬ 
charge from the U. S. Air Force. The leaflet stated that PALERMO 
is connected with a commercial firm in San Antonio, Texas. The 
indices of the San Antonio Office contain no information that can 
be identified with PALERMO. Confidential Informant T-l could fur¬ 
nish no information concerning PALERMO. 

WILLIAM T. CHRANE, Candidate for State Legislature, 

Place Number ij.t - 

The leaflet Constitution Candidates identifies CHRANE as 
a native of Texas, who is now a resident of San Antonio, and who is 
engaged in the home improvement contracting business. The indices 
of the San Antonio Office contain no information concerning CHRANE. 
Confidential Informant T-l could furnish no information concerning 
CHRANE.

Box 8105, San Antonio 12, Texas, is the mailing address 
of this publication and is the Post Office box of EUBANK. T-l ad¬ 
vised that members of the Constitution Party, contributors, and 
supporters received the publication Constitution Press . The fre¬ 
quency of publication is not known to T-l. The issues of this pub¬ 
lication are undated, but they are numbered. T-l stated that the 
paper normally sells for $.05 per copy. Informant stated that the 
paper is a small four page document, 7 “ x 10 ” in size.

The card also contains the 
date the card was issued and the name of the persons sponsored. 

This membership “card is detached from a larger card which is filled 
out in the name of the member or associate, the date, address, and 
the name of the member* s sponsor. This card is then mailed to 
National Registrar, Constitution Party, USA, Box 8105, Ssn Antonio 
12, Texas. This is the address, as previously stated, of PHILIP LEE 
EUBANK. 


Miscellaneous 

T-l advised that on October 11, 1954, PHILIP LEE EUBANK 
made available a copy of a speech by Honorable WILLIAM E. JENNER 
of Indiana in the Senate of the United States on Tuesday, February 
23, 1954, which speech concerns itself with the Constitution of the 
United States in relation to the treaty-making powers of the United 
States. 


On the same date EUBANK made available a pamphlet which 
sets forth a comparison of legislation in the United States with 
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similar items advocated in the Communist Manifesto of KARL MARX. 
This particular pamphlet was printed, according to a statement 
thereon, by the, Warner Electric Brake and Clutch Company, Beloit, 
Wisconsin. 
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ADMINISTRATIVE PAGE 

For the information of the offices that have not received 
previous communications concerning the Constitution Party, USA, 
this inquiry resulted from the information set forth on pages one 
and two, attributed to T-lj.. The Los Angeles Office determined that 
the Constitution Party, USA, was founded at a convention held in 
Chicago, Illinois, August'7, 8, and 9, 1952, called by Dr. ELLA LONN 
and associates of Maryland, at which a Temporary Chairman and Nation 
Committee were selected. The National Committee met in Philadelphia 
Pennsylvania, August 30, 1952, to elect permanent officers. Nations 
Headquarters was moved from New York City to San Antonio, Texas, in 
December 1952, to facilitate organizational work. The National 
Committee met in San Antonio on May 25, 1953, completed its perma¬ 
nent organization, and restated the party’s principles. Although 
state organizations are considered to be autonomous the Constitution 
National Committee reserves its ."right to choose its membership 
measured against its established principles and objectives." Party 
principles claim the Federal Constitution is a contract between 
"sovereign states" and the United States is a "contractural Republic 1 * 
emphasize states’ rights and denounce encroachments upon the Federal 
and State legislative branches, including international"treaties 
or agreements conflicting with the Federal and State Constitutions. 
The Constitution Party, USA, opposes world government, world wars, 
international control of "our sovereign affairs" and regimentation 
of the citizen by "military or otherwise." 

The Bureau, by letter dated July 6, 195lj., instructed 
certain of the offices to prepare reports suitable for dissemination 
concerning the Constitutional Party, in view of the activities in 
Nashville, Tennessee, of EDWIN 0’MILES RAY. It has been determined 
that RAY is actually affiliated with the Constitution Party, USA. 

In view of the fact that the Constitution Party of Texas (an affili¬ 
ate of the Constitution Party, USA) appears to be strictly a politi¬ 
cal organization and appears to advocate and employ legal means to 
achieve their objectives, the advisability of conducting further 
investigation of the Constitution Party in Texas is doubtful, and 
a separate letter is being addressed to the Bureau in this regard. 

For these reasons, this report has not been disseminated locally.

Will folloxv and report activities of the Constitution 
Party if the Bureau feels that further inquiry is warranted. 
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I_ I that he is an organizer for a new third party 

known as the Constitution Party. He stated that he was 
bora in Georgia and received second grade education. His 
father died when he was very young and his grandfather was 
reportedly one of the original founders of the Ku Klux K.lan 
in the South during the i860’a and 1870's. RAY moved to 
Chicago in the 1920's where he became Intensely interested 
in politics aligning himself with the Republican Party and 
working for the election of CALVIN C00LIDGE. He said that 
in I 928 , he supported a Presidential candidate who lost the 
nomination to HERBERT HOOVER, whereupon he joined the 
HOOVER forces and campaigned extensively for his election. 
In 1940 RAY broke with the Republican Party "because the 
internationalists got control of it". He remained out of 
politics until 1946 when, according to RAY, with the 
election of men such as Senator JOSEPH MCCARTHY, he saw 
some hope for the future of the Republican Party. He 
considered himself then a very conservative Republican. 

By 1950 he was convinced that there was no future for the 
Republican Party and he broke away from it. 

RAY related that he joined a new political party, the 
Constitution Party, which was organized and founded at 
San Antonio, Texas in 1950. He said the present National 
Headquarters of this party are located in San Antonio, 

Texas (Box 8105 ) and he added that the Party expects to ' 
•establish headquarters in Washington, D.C. in the near 
f ■uture. 

RAY described himself as a 11 nationalist", his term for 
an isolationist. He believes that "international Jewlsm" 
is controlling the United States and that the President 
of the United States and the Congress are governed and 
controlled by international Jews. He mentioned as an 
example the control that BERNARD BARUCH, advisor to various 
Presidents, has exercised. He maintains that there will be 
war by 195o which will be caused by international Jews. 
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RAY stated that Communists are not the final enemy and that 
the Jews are. He believes that Jews, control the Communist 
Party in Russia. In reference to the Negro race, he would 
take the law into his own hands and stated that he "would 
bomb out a Negro" if the latter moved into his neighbor¬ 
hood. JRAY stated that he despises "5th Amendment Communists" 
and their evasive tactics. 

RAY stated that the doctrine of the Constitution Party is 
that of "white Christianity". He also described it as 
anti-Semitic in every respect and anti-Negro, RAY stated 
that he travels extensively throughout the United States, 
that he has a home In California where he spends only about 
one month of the year. He added that the Constitution 
Party has a firm foothold in about twenty states, but is 
weak in New England. 
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AT NORTH WINDHAM, CONN. : 

Dr. SUZANNE SILVERCRUYS STEVENSON, Wife of Lieutenant Colonel 
EDWARD LORD STEVENSON, who describes herself as a noted 
sculptress, lecturer, author and playwright, and President 
of the Minute-Women of the United States, Inc. and the 
Minute-Women of Connecticut, wa 3 interviewed at her home, 
known as Crestland Farm, by SA- THURL STALNAKER and the 
reporting agent on November 22, 1954. She made available 
for review all of the correspondence and literature in her 
possession concerning subject organization. Included in 
thi3 file was a bulletin disseminated by an organization 
known as "Operation America, Inc.", 1120 Vermont Avenue, 

N.W., Washington 5, D.C., which is identified as Report 
No. 6 dated August 2, 1952. Thi^bulletin announced a con¬ 
ference in Chicago and, according to Mrs. STEVENSON, was 
the initial call for the formation of a new third party. 

It was prepared by Dr. ELLA^T.ONN. 2435 North Charles Street, 
Baltimore, Maryland, whom she credited with the original 
formation of "Operation America". This' bulletin contained 
the following announcement: 

" SPECIAL BULLETIN 1" 

«We stress again the Conference In Chicago at the 
Hotel Sherman on August 7 and 8 is called BY 
Operation America, Inc., FOR the Minute Women of 
Maryland. The Minute Women requested the Conference, 
and it will be held by them. Operation America,' 

Inc., is the broker, the entrepreneur, neutral, 
impartial, and is responsible for the arrangements . 

No one else should be blamed for anything that 
happens up to the time the session of the Conference 
begins at 9:00 a.ra., Thursday, August 7 . 

"Many participants will arrive In Chicago during 
Wednesday, August 6 . There will undoubtedly be 
many preliminary huddles and discussions. 

"Dr. Ella Lonn, noted historian, who initiated 
the project on behalf of the Maryland Minute 
Women, will head a group of six Chicago ladies, members 
of the Minute Women of Illinois, who will register 
participants and function as hostesses. There will 
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be six or more/in the Mai’ylarrl delegation, headed 
by Irving H-VMezae u. leader oi the Maryland Con¬ 
stitutionalists . In addition to the Maryland ladies, 
delegations of Minute Women at this time have reported 
from Ohio, Kentucky, Califomia, Illinois, Oklahoma, 
Florida, Connecticut, West Virginia and Michigan.

"There will be unanticipated undefrayed expenses 
in Chicago for which there are no funds. We have 
been urged, therefore, against our inclination, to 
suggest a registration fee of $5* We are reluctant 
to impose it, and hope It will be paid without ob¬ 
jection. We personally do not like registration fees. 

"The informal dinner, at 6:30 P.M., the evening of 
Thursday, August 7* in the Conference place, the 
Louis XVI Room - air conditioned - will cost $5 per 
person. ’The lunch the next day, Friday, August 8, 
will cost $3.50 per person. Advance I’eservations 
make arrangements easier. 

"You may make your room reservation at Hotel Sherman 
through us; or you may make it direct - as you prefer. 

"If you wish to reach us (the Kruckmans) after office 
hours, usually past 8:00 P.M., E.D.T., telephone 
Woodley 6775." 

Mrs. STEVENSON related that she received a last minute 
request to participate in this conference because of her 
position as head of the Minute-Women of the United States 
and of Connecticut. The conference convened in Chicago on 
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August 7, 1952 and was attended by approximately 100 persons. 

She was named Temporary Co-Chairman of the new third party, 
together with PERCY L. GREAVES, an Editor of the "Christian 
Economics" magazine, 2 6 West 58 th St., New York City and 43 
Turner Street, Chevy Chase, Maryland. A preamble to the 
Constitition of the Constitution Party was drawn up during 
this conference which continued on August 8 and 9t 1952 in 
Chicago. Mrs. STEVENSON made available a copy of this pre¬ 
amble which was prepared by two representatives of the 
conference and which was submitted for the approval of the 
leaders of the new party. Mrs. STEVENSON stated that con- 
siderable dissention arose over the U 3 e of the following 
principle which was inserted in the "Declaration of Principles"? 
"We must preserve our Christian heritage which has been the 
strength of this nation." This statement was considered by 
Mr. GREAVES and Mrs. STEVENSON to be anti-Semitic. 

Mrs. STEVENSON related that she contacted General ALBERT 
WEDEMYER- to get him to head the Constitution Party. He 
stated that he would be willing to lend his name to the 
movement providing its leaders elimireted all "crack-pots" 
from its membership. Mrs. STEVENSON advised that within 
several weeks, rather than eliminating the "crack-pots" she 
found that they had taken over the new party. A special-/ 
meeting of the Approving Committee was called for August 
30, 1952 by Dr. ELLA LONN, the result of which was to in¬ 
clude in the principles of the new party words relating to 
"Christian Heritage". Mrs. STEVENSON said that it was ob¬ 
vious to her that this meeting wa 3 illegal because it was 
not cleared through the Chairmen and that the Constitution 
Party had become dominated by the anti-Semitic group. She 
and Mr. GREAVES therewith submitted their resignations. 

Correspondence in Mrs. STEVENSON'S file indicated the anti- 
Semitic feeling which was being made prominent during the 
early period of the Constitution Party. 

Mrs. STEVENSON made available a copy of a letter dated 
September 8, 1952 from Co-Chairman PERCY L. GREAVES, Jr. 
to Mr. T. W. PHILLIPS, Jr., Butler, Pennsylvania, a portion 
. of which is set out below, which indicates his reason for 
resigning from the Constitution Party following the Phila¬ 
delphia meeting: 
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"The enclosed release we sent out last week will 
give you some details on the party that had an 
abortive birth just one month ago today. It re¬ 
sulted from a speech that I make and which I 
think you would have approved. It spoke of the 
necessity of a new party eventually, if we were 
to save our original form of government. I may 
have Indicated the sooner the better but I didn't 
advocate anything rash. Hotheads with stronger 
hearts than minds moved for immediate action 
without adequate consideration. I ms unanimously 
selected to lead the movement and then was given 
an impossible committee which included some anti- 
semites. Mr. Close was nominated as public relations 
man from the floor and nothing could be done at the 
time. Later at a Committee meeting it was decided 
that temporarily Mr. Stevenson would act in that 
capacity and Mr. Close was so informed over the 
phone. Any help he could give a new movement would 
have to be way in the background. 

"Mr. Close cleared his, release with Dr. Lonn of 
Baltimore and took the part of the anti-3emite3 
who wanted to ignore our religious freedom 
tradition. I objected. The opposition to me 
developed over this, my theoretical advocacy of 
free trade and the rumor that I was trying to create 
a fat job for myself because I had stated I could 
not give the group my full time unless I could take 
a leave of absence and be compensated as I am the 
main support for six people. I was circumvented 
and a meeting was called without consulting me 
and it played right into the hands of the element 
that had to be eliminated if the movement was to 
succeed. This forced our resignations." 

Under date of September 9 , 1952, Attorney EDWARD A. FLICKEN 
STEIN directed a letter to Mr. GREAVES and Mrs. STEVENSON 
on behalf of the Constitution Party and its National Chair¬ 
man, Mr. HAILBURTON FALES, 1075 Park Avenue, New York City 
demanding that all monies placed in their custody belonging 
to the Party be turned over to Mr. FALES in effecting a 
settlement in accounting of the Party's funds. 
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On October 9, 1952, Mr. GREAVES advised Mrs. STEVENSON 
that any funds left over should be returned pro rata to 
those who contributed them and that he saw no justification 
for turning any money over to Mr. FALES or Dr. LONN. Mr. 
GREAVES stated that it was his position that the Party 
formed in Chicago had been liquidated. 

Mrs. STEVENSON advised that she has no current information 
concerning the activities of EDWIN 0‘MILES RAY and the 
Constitution Party. She suggested, however, the following 
individuals as sources of information concerning the organ¬ 
ization and Mr. RAY:

Source stated that J. A. MILTEER returned to his 
home in Valdosta,'Georgia, on December 31, 1963. MILTEER' 
advised that he had been to the West Coast where he was in 
contact with Dr. WESLEY'SWIFT, believed to be in* the 
vicinity of Los Angeles, California. MILTEER stated that 
the meeting*with* SWIFT was very profitable and "plans are 
being set for'real action in 1964". He related" that * " 
while-in contact with Dr. SWIFT, SWIFT made a speech to a 
group, believed by the source to have taken place on 
December 22, 1963. During the speech, SWIFT made the 
comment, "I know some of you out here are FBI Agents, so 
get out your pads and make notes so that I'll not be mis¬ 
quoted," 


MILTEER further advised the source that plans 
are in the making to hold a meeting somewhere in the 
central section of the United States where it will be the 
most convenient for the majority of the people that will 
be invited to this meeting. MILTEfcR related that he is 
presently sending out questionnaires, not further described. 

MILTEER related that during a trip to the West 
Coast, he traveled through several cities in Texas,
